The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee today called for ratifi- 


cation .of the North . Atlantic 
Treaty as the best way to avoid 
World War III. 

In a formal report to the Sen- 
ate, the committee declared that 
failure to ratify the pact “would 
have disastrous consequences 


abroad. 
“The committee 
lieves,” the report said, “that it 


would be in the best interests of | 


the United States and indeed, the 
entire world, to sustain and en- 
courage the momentum of confi- 
dence that has been building up in 
Europe, by ratifying the treaty 
at an early date.” 

Signed April 4. 

The treaty was signed here April 
4 by the United States, Canada 
and 10 European nations. It will 
not become binding on this coun- 
try unti] ratified (approved by a 
two-thirds vote) by the Senate. 

Frankly poised as a warning to 
Russian aggression, the treaty 
pledges the members to consult 
and to give each other aid in event 
of aggression against any one of 
them. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
indicated he will ask for early 
Senate debate on the pact, ap- 
proved unanimously yesterday by 
the Foreign Relations Committee. 

The committee report was ap- 
proved by a 13-0 vote. 

Later, in a telegram to Connally 
from Paris, where he is attending 
the Big Four Foreign Ministers’ 
meeting, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson said: “The encouraging 
report of the Atlantic Treaty has 
just reached me, and has given us 
all a tremendous lift.” 

Passage Predicted. 

Connally, the committee chair- 
man, predicted the Senate will rat- 
ify the alliance overwhelmingly. 
The present major business before 
the Senate is the Administration’s 
labor bill, but Connally indicated 
that if debate on it drags out, he 
may suggest that the Senate lay 
aside the bill and consider the 
treaty. 

The committee report said that 
Senate approval of the treaty will 
not commit the United States to a 
$1,130,000,000 program for rearm- 
ing Europe. The Administration 
is working on an arms aid pro- 
gram as a follow up to the treaty. 

Some Senators have indicated 
they favor the treaty but are in- 
clined to oppose the arms pro- 
gram. Recognizing that, the com- 
mittee report said the treaty will 
bind this country as well as other 
pact nations to “the general prin- 
ciple of self-help and mutual aid,” 
but added: 

“It is equally clear, however, 
that Article 3 (of the treaty) does 
not bind the United States to ac- 
cept the proposed military assist- 
ance program or, for that matter, 
any particular kind of implemen- 
tation program. 

“The committee further agrees 
that a member of the Senate 
might vote for the treaty and still 
find valid reasons for opposing the 
program of implementation rec- 
ommended by the Administration.” 

Notice to Aggressors. 

On the point of the treaty’s de- 
terring effect on aggressors, the 
report said: 

“The treaty should greatly in- 
crease the prospect that another 
war can be averted by making 
clear in advance the determina- 
tion of these 12 ‘nations of the 
North Atlantic area to throw their 
collective power and influence on 
the scales on the side of peace.” 

Other important points made in 
the report were: ;

INVENTOR OF PLANE | 
RADIO. SYSTEM WINS 


SUIT AGAINST U. S. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (UP)— 
A 61-year-old professor is “just 
starting life” today—acknowledged 
at long last as the inventor of a 
system that made possible full 
use of radios in planes, tanks and 
other military vehicles during 
World War II. 

The United States Court of 
Claims upheld Louis H. Crook, 
head of the school of aeronautics 
at Catholic University, as the in- 
ventor of ar electrical shielding 
system patented by him Oct. 18, 
1927. The court held that the 
Government had infringed on his 
patent. 

Crook would not estimate how 
much he has coming from Uncle 
Sam, but he pointed out that dur- 
ing the war 400,000 radial engines 
alone were manufactured which 
used his scheme of preventing 
spark plug and magneto impulses 
from interfering with radios. 

His attorney estimated that 


Crook and other plaintiffs have 


millions of dollars coming—possi- 
bly as much as $5,000,000. The 
Government was said to have pur- 
chased more 
worth of the equipment from 10 
manufacturers during the war. 

A court commissioner will set 
the exact amount of the award, 
and then Congress wif? have to 
authorize payment. The Court of 
Claims issued its ruling yesterday, 

Asked about his court victory, 
Crook said — “I’m 61 and just 
starting life.” He has taught at 
Catholic University for 42 years. 
He filed suit against the Govern- 
ment in October, 1943.

I intend to see to it 
that this attitude is maintained 
by the military establishment.” 

Hickenlooper has said several 
times at the Senate-House commit- 
tee’s hearings that no question of 
a return to military control of the 
atomic development is involved. He 
is a supporter of civilian control, 
he asserts. 

Last year Senator Kenneth 5. 
Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, intro- 
duced legislation to return the 
atomic program to military con- 
trol. . Senator Harry P. Cain 
(Rep.), Washington, this year. of- 
fered a bill which would have the 
same effect. 

Graham Seeks Hearing. 

Shortly before the letter was 
made public, Senator Frank Gra- 
ham (Dem.), North Carolina, 
asked for a hearing before the 
Atomic Energy Committee. 

Graham’s name has been 
brought up before the joint con- 
gressional committee on at least 
two occasions. Both were in con- 
nection with Hickenlooper’s crit- 
icism of the manner in which the 
A.E.C. has handled the clearance 
of persons for access to secret 
information. 

Lilienthal has testified that the 
commission overruled its security 
advisory board to give clearance 
to Dr. Graham as head the In- 
stitute of Nuclear Physics. The 
institute is an organization of 
educators concerned with atomic 
studies. Graham at the time was 
president of the University of 
North Carolina. 

Lilienthal said this was one of 
the only two cases in which the 
commission overruled the advis— 
ory commission headed by former 
Justice Owen Roberts. The other 
case, he said, was that of Dr. 
Edward U. Condon, head of the 
Bureau of, Standards. 

Graham left the institute post 
when he was appointed to the Sen- 
ate last March to succeed the late 
Senator Broughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina.

The board explained its action 
was being taken to remove public 
impression that Fishbein is the 
spokesman for the association, but 
it was learned that the case 
against him is documented largely 
on these charges: . 

His bluntness is making too 
many enemies among Congress- 
men and in other high circles at 
a time when the A.M.A, desper- 
ately needs friends. 

pHe was not fully prepared in 
a radio debate on socialized 
Medicine a few Weeks ago. A 
statement he made on the sub- 
ject in connection with his visit 
to England was shown by an 
opposing speaker to contradict 
his Dr. Pepy’s Column, appear- 
ing in the Journal. 

Advertising for his best-selling

MOTHER OF YOUTH Wid 
KILLED FATHER DIES 


Fatal Heart Attack Laid to 
Shock at News of Hunt- 
ing Tragedy. 


Mrs. William Henry Stapp died 
at Barnes Hospital last night of a 
heart attack induced by shock suf- 
fered Sunday when she learned her 
husband had been accidentally 
shot and killed by her son, William 
Edward Stapp, while the two were 
hunting in a wooded area near 
Breezy Heights, Jefferson county.

FBI REPORT SAYS 
REDS GOT ATOMIC 
RESEARCH TOOLS 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
An FBI report introduced in Ju- 
dith Coplon’s espionage trial today 
said that atomic research imple 
ments have been slipped out of 
this country to Russia. 

An FBI agent, Robert J. Lam- 
phere, testified he prepared the 
document in January and called 
it “authentic.” An FBI “decoy” 
memorandum which figures in the 
Coplon case contained similar but 
less detailed information. 

The “authentic” FBI report said 
that a shipment of atomic re- 
search implements went to Russia 
in August 1947 aboard the steam- 
ship Mikhail Kutuzov. No = 
licenses were obtained- for 
shipment, the report said. 

Included in the shipment, ac- 
cording to the report, were radia- 
tion detection equipment, Geiger 
counters and other instruments 
used in atomic research.

SAN JUAN, June 7 (AP)—An 
unscheduled, chartered plane 
jammed with Puerto Rican men, 
women and children bound for 
the United States crashed in the 
Atlantic early today and 47 per- 
sons are missing or dead. 

Officials said 75 persons, includ- 
ing a crew of five from the United 
States were aboard the two-mo- 
tored C-46 plane. The United 
States Coagt Guard reported 28 


known survivors. 

Nineteen of the passengers were 
smal] children or infants, and 19 
were women. One crewman, Al 
Cockrell of Pittsfield, Mass., is re 
ported missing and believed dead. 

The plane left San Juan a few 
minutes after midnight and two 
minutes later radioed back re- 
questing permission to make an 
emergency landing. Then noth- 
ing more was heard from it. Of- 
ficials said apparently it had trou- 
ble gaining altitude because of an 
adverse wind. 

Survivors said the plane devel- 
oped engine trouble. 
Stewardess Is Saved. 

Two of those rescued were wom- 
en, including Judich Hale of Bing- 
hamton, N.Y., stewardess. A 14. 
year-old boy also was saved. Those 
plucked from the sea and found 
on small islands and reefs were 
taken to hospitals for physical 
checkups. 

The plane, en route to Newark, 
N.J., via Miami, was operated by 
Strato Freight, Inc., a charter 
service with headquarters at 
Bradley Field. near Windsor 
Locks, Conn. 

Attaches at the airport said it 
was raining hard when the plane 
took off. 

The C-46, a Curtiss-Wright Com- 
mando, was designed for the Unit- 
ed States Air Force as a cargo 
craft and was used extensively in 
the China-Burma-India theater 
during the war. The maximum 
capacity was 50 troops or 10,000 
pounds of cargo. 

The plane has a span length of 
108 feet. Its weight is 25,- 
000 pounds. It was built for a 
maximum speed of 250 miles an 
hour and a maximum range of 
2000 miles. Although there were 
75 persons aboard the craft, 19 of 
them were children, and this may 
have made the total weight with- 
- the 10,000 pounds cargo capac- 

ty. 

(In New York, a spokesman for 
the air line said the plane had 
been okayed for the takeoff by a 
mechanic designated by the Puerto 
Rican Government. He said too, 
that the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration had cleared the plane for 
the takeoff. In Washington, a 
CAA spokesman said preliminary 
information showed no evidence 
that the plane was overloaded. 

(Dispatches did not say why 
the Puerto Ricans were traveling 
to the United States. However, 
residents of that island recently 
have been coming to this coun- 
try in great numbers, attracted by 
higher pay and better living con- 
ditions. Most of them go to the 
New York area, where they work 
as domestics. 

(Small airlines have wn up 
handling this trade. s are 
sometimes offered as low as $75 
to $85 for the trip from San Juan 
to New York, compared with $130 
on regularly scheduled airlines.)

In Commencement Ad- 
dress He Tells of ‘Spec- 


tacular Recovery’ —As- 
serts Marshall Plan Al- 


ters Course of History.

The United States must continue 
Marshall Plan aid to western 
Europe, despite a “most spectac- 
ular recovery” already achieved by 
Europe with United States aid, 
Paul G. Hoffman, head of the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion, said at Washington Univer- 
sity’s commencement’ exercises 
here today. 

He spoke at the university’s 
eighty-eighth commencement exer- 
cises, held at the Field House on 
the campus, at which a class of 
2100, largest in the university's 
history, was graduated. Of that 
total, about 1500 students com- 
pleted their requirements for de- 
grees this month. 

‘Still on Crutches.’ : 

“Europe has successfully sur- 
vived a desperate illness,” Hoff- 
man said, “but her real conva- 
lescence lies ahead. She is still on 
crutches, and if we should jerk 
these crutches out from under her 
too soon she would collapse. Con- 
versely, if we don’t get her off 
crutches at the earliest possible 
moment she might become a 
permanent invalid. 

“We have already removed one 
crutch. For the next fiscal year 
we have asked Congress for ap- 
proximately one billion dollars less 
than we had in the year just end- 
ing. By June, 1950, we are confi- 
dent we will be able to take away 
the remaining crutch and substi- 
tute canes. And after June, 1952, 
all support will cease. She must 
walk alone.” 

Citing statistics in support of his 
statement on spectacular recovery 
in western Europe, Hoffman said 
industrial production in the Mar- 
shall plan countries now is 14 per 
cent above the 1947 level, and agri- 
cultural production is up 25 per 
cent. Total national income of 
the ECA nations for 1948 was 
about 115 billion dollars, compared 
with only 98 billion in 1947, he 
said. 

Recovery, Berlin Blockade. 

“The success of the program 
has made the Kremlin ‘stop, look 
and listen,’” he continued. “Re- 
covery was one of the compclling 
reasons for the lifting of the Ber- 
lin blockade. It is one reason why 
Russia has been so insistent on 
reopening negotiativ.. with the 
western powers over European 
problems—negotiations which she, 
herself, broke off 18 months ago.” 

Warning his audience not to 
take current Russian moves at 
face value, he said the best way 
to assure that Russia will go be- 
yond its decision to “stop, look

The Marshall plan, which Hoff- 
man termed “one of the few -ideas 
in every age which fundamentally 
alter the course of history,” has 
stopped the Kremlin, but it is not 
a weapon ¥ the cold war, Hoff- 
man argued. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration, he said, has followed 
the basic concept of former Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall, 
who said ‘at Harvard University 
two years ago when he first 
broached the idea, “Our policy is 
directed not again any country or 
doctrine but against hunger, pov- 
erty, desperation and chaos.” 

“In every country where we op- 
erate,” Hoffman said, “we have 
concentrated our attention on 
helping restore those conditions 
which permit men to live in de- 
cency and dignity — increasingly 
we have come to believe that this 
is the most effective way to fight 
the powers of darkness.” 

Preparation for Aggression. 

Asserting that the one great 
dream of the men in the Kremlin 
is to establish a world dictator- 
ship by promoting satellite police 
states dominated by the Kremlin, 
he said the United States and 
western Europe must be prepared 
militarily for possible military ag- 
gression. 

“If we are adequately prepared, 
I think World War III can be 
prevented, and I want to say here, 
as strongly as it lies in my power 
to say it, that it must be prevent- 
ed,” he continued. 

“None of us, victors or van- 
quished, could take the conse- 
quences of a third world war. 
Whatever has to be done to stop 
it must be done—the idea that 
war is the only method by which 
free men can remain free should 
and must be utterly rejected.” 

Russian ideology, Hoffman 
pointed out tc the gratuates, is 
very different from theoretical 
Communism, Pure Communism 
connotes sharing and universal 
brotherhood, and the worst thing 
that can be said about it is that 
it won’t work, he declared. 

The ideology of the Kremlin, on 
the other hand, is a “philosophy of 
power in its most wicked form,” 
and has no relation to the idea of 
brotherhood, He said. 

Tribute to W Uv. 

At the beginning of his address, 
Hoffman told the graduates he 
had a feeling of humility because, 
“during my brief career as a col- 
lege student, I was never on any 
dean’s honor role. In fact, the fac- 


ulty of the university I attended 
showed a strange Jack of interest 
in having me continue as a mem- 
ber of its student body.” 

He paid tribute to Washington 
University and Chancellor Arthur 
H. Compton, asserting that the 
university is living up to the best 
American traditions in seeking 
and teaching truth, encouraging 
the spirit .of free inquiry and 
guaranteeing academic freedom. 
Hoffman was one of five per- 
sons who received honorary de- 
grees from the university. 


Chancellor Compton, who said in 
his commencement address that 
this year’s senior class is the larg- 
est that will be graduated by the 
university for many years to come, 
presented degrees to the gradu- 
ates.

“Everything starts with the in- 
dividual—with you and your fel- 
low man,” he said. “Big govern- 
ment, big business, big labor 
unions are no menace to human 
rights; but big government with- 
out morality, big business without 
uncompromising integrity, big or- 
ganized labor without guidance of 
the conscience of man—these are 
enemies of freedom, enemies of 
civilization, enemies of your 
chance to live a decent life. We 
have no right to be tolerant of 
moral irresponsibility. 

Machine and 


Man. 
Francis told the graduates they 
must achieve what he termed “an 
adjustable balance” between the 
machine and the human being, and 


must see that the machine rema.ns 
the servant, not the master, of 
man. But mastery of the machine 
is not enough, he said. 

“Mastery of the machine alone 
can bring you little that is good 
and may bring you much that is 
evil, but earnest and continuous 
study into improved individual 
and group relationships, *oupled 
with fine tools, can bring stability 
and satisfaction to the lives of 
men.” 


Asserting that the standards of 
freedom and dignity for the indi- 
vidual under United States repre- 
sentative government are the high- 
est in the world, he said there are 
many persons to whom the free 
relationship of responsible citizens 
is “hateful” because it prevents 
the ‘tyranny that irresponsible 
leaders would impose. 


“Guard these standards of free- 
dom and dignity against the pow- 
er-hungry advocates of control,” he 
said. “Guard them diligently. They 
are basic to your opportunity-—-to 
your future, and remember that 
you will live in the future. True 
democracy is the constructive re- 
lationship of free and responsible 
men and women adjusting them- 
selves peaceably and honorably 
one to another.” 

Baccalaureate Address. 

The Very Rev. Edward J. 
O’Donnell, S.J., president of Mar- 
quette University, urged increased 
stress on religious education in 
his baccalaureate address at St. 
Francis Xavier (College) Church 
last night. 

He decried “strong furces at 
work in this country to eliminate 
God from the classrooms and lec- 
ture halls of our schools,” and 
said George Washington gnd other 
founders of the United States 
looked on the school as “the nor- 
mal means of teaching religion 
and morality.” 

“The transformation 
minds and hearts of men, under 
the Divine Influence, is educa- 
tion’s chief task today,” he said. 
“Without that transformation it is 
inconceivable how we shall res- 
cue a world that is falling to 
pieces all about us. Religious edu- 
cation is literally our only hope.” 

The processional of graduates 
and faculty, which nearly filled 
the large church, included Dr.

The present 
general fare is 10 cents in the 
city and suburbs. 

In his letter to Wilson, Mayor 
Thies said: “It is my humble opin- 
ion that such an establishment of 
zones will lend nothing toward so- 
lution of what is generally recog- 
nized to be the district’s major 
problem.” 

“Everyone argues that we 
should plan to co-operate in our 
various services,” he told the 
Post-Dispatch, “and then—boom!

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Order May Require Greater Safeguards 
For Prisoners’ Rights.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. June 7— 

Chief Justice William J. Fulton 
of the Illinois Supreme Court, at 
his home in Sycamore, Il., today, 
States Supreme Court, issued yes- 
terday, may require the Illinois 
court to revise its rules, and draw 
up a post-conviction rule to safe- 
guard ‘rights of prisoners who 
claim they have been denied due 
process of law. 

Judge Fulton had not received 
the full ruling of the United States 
Supreme Court, in which the Illi- 
nois tribunal was ordered to say 
whether Illinois laws permit 
prisoners to win local hearings 
when they claim their rights have 
been denied them. 

Judge Fulton interpreted dis- 
patches to mean that the United 
States Supreme Court has ruled 
that a prisoner is entitled to a 
trial court hearing on statements 
of fact; and that, if the state- 
ments of fact can be proved to 
be true, he may be entitled to re- 
hearing or release. 

“In the past,” Judge Fulton 
said, “when a prisoner claimed in 
a petition for habeas corpus that 


Supreme Court demand for clari- 
fication c: state court relief a 
prisoner may get after he is con- 
victed. It was passed without 
dissent and sent to the House. 
The bill is an outgrowth of the 
Tony Marino in murder conviction 
in Winnebago county in 1925.

Two Reported to Have Confessed in Tri-|

MANILA, June 7 (UP)—The 
National -Bureau of Investigation 
announced today that six persons 
had been indicted on charges of 
blowing up an airliner with a 
time-bomb, killing 13 persons, in 


an alleged plot to eliminate a hus- 
band in a love triangle. 

The plane, a Philippines Airlines 
craft, disappeared May 7 en route 
from Daet to Manila. It apparent- 
ly exploded in flight while over 
the sea. The bodies of the nine 
passengers and four crewmen 
never were recovered. 

Director J. Pardo de Tavera, of 
the Bureay, said the indictments 
had been handed up at Daet, 
Camarines Notre province. The 
criminal complaints charged mur- 


ijder and $50,000 property damage 


to the plane. 

The alleged principals in the 
plot were identified in the indict- 
ments only as John and Mary 
Doe. The other four named, the 
alleged accomplices, were Amadeo 
Salazar, a Manila racketeer; Ga- 
vino Largo, a convict who is al- 
leged to have broken out of jail 
to participate in the bomb plot; 
Domingo A. Pla, 1%year-old son 
of a wealthy land owner, and Jose 
Abierra, a taxicab driver. 

Authorities said Salazar and 
Largo already had signed confes- 


bail. 

The indictments charged that 
the six “with evident premedita- 
tion” conspired to__kill those 
aboard the. plane. Two Ameri- 
cans, Ludvig Sundeen, 48, a min- 
ing engineer who once lived in 
Litchfield, Minn.; and Richard 
Parker, 25, formerly of Roches- 
ter, N.Y., were aboard the plane.

House-approved bill permitting 
qualified Missouri voters to cast 
absentee ballots from “anywhere 
in the world” in any general, pri- 
mary or special election in the 
state, was approved yesterday by 
the Senate Elections Committee 
and sent to the floor of the Senate 
for action. 

Under present absentee voting 
laws, only Missourians on active 
military or naval duty can cast an 
absentee ballot if they are out of 
the state on election day.

Decline in High Schools. 

In the high schools, on the other 
hand, the Institute believes the 
trend to lower enrollments will | 
continue. In 1944, the high schools 
enrolled 18,004 white students and 
4324 Negroes, or a total of 22,328. 
Today the figures are 14,368 
whites and 4895 Negroes, or a 
totai of 19,263. 

By the 1953-54 school year the 
high school enrollment will be 11,- 
500 whites and 5800 Negroes, or a 
total of 17,300, in the opinion of 
the Institute. Thus, in the 10-year 
period covered by the study, the 
proportion of Negro children to 
whites in the elementary schools 
will have changed from a ratio of 
one to three to a ratio of more 
than one to two. In the high 
‘ schools the change will have been 
from a ratio of one to four to a 
ratio of one to two, 

“More building space must be 
provided for Negro children, more 
financial resources must be de- 
voted to their education, and cur- 
riculum planning for them must 
be given careful attention,” the 
Institute notes. “The possibility 
of the end of segregation at some 
time in the future doubly com- 
plicates planning. 

Flexibility Urged. 

“It is important that as much 
flexibility as possible be main- 
tained in the use of the entire 
school plant,” the report con- 
cludes. “For example, now that 
white elementary enrollment is in- | 
creasing and while high school 
enrollment is decreasing, school 
officials may need to take chil- 
dren out of crowded elementary 
buildings and utilize unused space 
in the high schools. 

“Later, when the wave of ele- 
mentary pupils has progressed 
into high schools, these classes | 
may have to be shifted back to. 
the elementary buildings to make 
way for the increasing high school 
enrollment that will result. 

“School officials and citizens of 
St. Louis should make every effort 
to avoid the mistake made in past 
years of expanding school build- 
ing space in some areas of the 
city to meet higher enrollments 
that were expected but never ma- 
terialized.” 

The Institute, a privately fi- 
nanced fact-finding organization, 
is expected to present some con- 
crete building suggestions soon to 
the school board’s committee on 
relocation and replacement of 
school buildings.

Gamble for Enormous Stakes. 


It must be said that very few 
official Americans in China be- 
lieve ‘that Kwangsi and Yunnan 
can be kept out of Communist 
hands, to become an insulating 
zone between Communist China 
and southeast Asia. But then, the 
consistent defeatism of responsi- 
ble Americans has already caused 
us to miss every other, earlier op- 
portunity to get the Far Eastern 
situation in hand. Whatever is 
done now, will be a gamble. But 
the stakes on the table are now 
so enormous, that a gamble is 
justified. 

The conditions that permit a 
gamble for Kwangsi and Yunnan 
have been described at length in 
a previous report. Very briefly, 
Kwangsi is the private domain 
of China’s acting President, Li 
Tsung-jen, and Li’s partner, one 
of the ablest Chinese military 
leaders, Gen. Pai Chung Hsi. The 
province has always been well- 
governed by Li and Pai. It is 
loyal to them. And it is defended 
by their large army, which they 
have now concentrated in their 
home territory. 

Difficult Road into Yunnan. 


Yunnan is in turmoil at pres- 
ent. But bandits, not Communists, 
are its problem. For the present, 
moreover, Yunnan is sealed off 
from the Communist armies by 
Kwangsi, which lies to the east, 
And even if the Communists 
quickly penetrate the high natural 
‘ barriers, and capture Szechuan 
province to the north of Yunnan, 
they must still fight their way 


have merely poured into a vac- 
uum left by the economic and 
moral collapse of the Nationalists. 
Plenty of Kwangsi Troops. 
There has been no moral col- 
lapse in Kwangsi. The approaches 
are forbidding. There are troops 
there in plenty, ready to fight. 
But President Li and Gen. Pai 
are disastrously short of funds, 
which in China, more than any- 
where else, are the sinews of war. 
For a long time, they have been 
pleading fruitlessly with General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek for some 
of his hoarded silver from For- 


mosa. 

The first step, therefore, if the 
gamble for Yunnan and Kwang- 
si is decided on, is to forget the 
fiction that we must have deal- 
ings only with the National goy- 
ernment in China, which has 
ceased to exist for all_ practical 
purposes. We must continue to 
do business with Generalissimo 
Chiang, because he holds For- 
mosa, which is also strategically 
vital to us. But without regard 
for Chiang, we must begin to do 
business directly with President 


Li and Gen. Pai as well. 

Only self-confidence deriving 
from assurance of direct American 
support will sustain Li’s and Pai’s 
will to resist. Fortunately, not 
much support is immediately 
needed. A manageable quantity of 
arms, plus about $50,000,000 of the 
useless silver that we bought to 
please the silver lobby and have 
hoarded at West Point, should be 
enough to transform Kwangsi into 
an anti-Communist stronghold, at 
least for a considerable period. 
The Communist tide may thus at 
least be checked. And even a 
fairly short check should have two 
crucial results. 

It should give the French time 
to seal the Indochinese border, 
which is the worst danger point. 
And it should give us time to be- 
gin making Far Eastern policy in 
a bold, clear-minded way.

When the nations of Western 


| Europe have become economically 
‘| stronger and politically more unit- 
‘ed, it is quite conceivable that

What is hoped for in the fore- 


: seeable future is much more mod- 


est. It is hoped that there can be 
created in Western Europe ground 
forces sufficient in strength and 
quality to fight a delaying action 
against the conceivable scale of 
Soviet attack, and that there like- 
wise can be created tactical air 
forces which, with American sup- 
port, can gain and maintain tac- 
tical control of the air over the 
whole area in which ground fight- 
ing might be anticipated. 
Handicap to Attack. 


The “conceivable scale of Soviet 
attack” -envisages an attack, not 
by the whole Soviet Army, but by 
the part of it that could be de- 
ployed and supplied in Western 
Europe. It would be an attack at- 
tenuated by the following adverse 
factors: 

(1) Distance. 

(2) The low capacity of avail- 
able supply lines, especially rail- 
ways. 

(3) Aim attacks against these 
supply lines. 

(4) Strategic air bombardment 
of its main depots and the indus- 
trial centers from which its 
strength would be drawn. 

(5) Tactical air superiority of the 
western powers over its battle 


areas. 

It should be clear that a ground 
offensive conducted under these 
handicaps can be resisted, as far 
as ground resistance goes, by 


much smaller forces than other- 


wise would be required. The west- 
ern powers, indeed, ¢annot hope 
for the present to create ground 
forces on the scale available to 
the Soviet Union. They must find 
compensation in other fields, par- 
ticularly in the air and in the su- 
periority of their technical re- 
sources.

During last year’s collapse of 
the Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment, Gen. Ma Pu-feng and his 
distant relative, Gen. Ma Hung- 
kwei, Governor of Ninghsia, who 
recently. assumed civilian control 
of Kansu, attempted to fortify 
themselves against Communist 
attack. 

Ma Pu-feng conscripted roughly 
one out of every 10 of the nearly 
1,000,000 inhabitants of ‘his moun- 
tainous Chinghai province border- 
ing Tibet. 

Chinghai cavalry and infantry, 
comManded partly by Ma Pu- 
feng’s two sons, have proved the 
best fighters in the northwest. In 
Ninghsia, Ma Hung-kwei— best 
known for his five wives and 
fondness for military parades— 
*earried out an even more ruthless 


into the army. Travelers report 
visiting villages where all males | 
except boys and bearded elders | 
were away in the army or had | 
fled to the mountains to avoid | 
conscription. 


With the recent extension of 
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their rule over Kansu. province, 
the Ma generals augmented their 
personal combined armies of ap-

In recent months, the Ma 
generals also have received 50 
tons of arms and amunition, 
allotted them by Chiang Kai-shek 
from the $125,000,000 United States 
military aid program. 

Military observers estimate that

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Why Silence Dr. Fishbein? 


Dr. Morris Fishbein, arch foe of “socialized” 
medicine, has been repudiated by the American 
Medical Association. The A.M.A. trustees did 
not discharge him as editor of the association's 
Journal, but they did announce that they are 
formulating “plans for the training of a new 
editor, including the retirement of the present 
editor.” 

Meanwhile, Dr. Fishbein is to confine himself 
strictly to scientific subjects. He is not to dis- 
cuss controversial topics on the lecture platform 
or on the radio. He is to eliminate all inter- 
views and statements. Journal editorials are to 
be supervised by a committee. Even his “Tonics 
and Sedatives,’ a personal and frequently hu- 
morous column, will be discontinued. 

The rebuke could hardly be more sweeping. 
And the reason for it? “The Board of Trustees,” 
to give its explanation in its own words, “is 
aware of the criticism of the editor coming from 
within and without the profession. The board 
recognizes that the public has come to believe 
that the editor is the spokesman of the associa- 
tion.” In other words, the A.M.A. has concluded 
that its most publicized representative has been 
lowering its standing in the opinion of the 
American people. 

But is the board being quite fair to Dr. Fish- 
bein? His offense has been his bitter and long- 
standing opposition to suggested solutions to the 
problem of bringing adequate medical care 
within the means of more people. Granted that 
he has sometimes used shockingly blunt lan- 
guage, has his stand-pat position not also been 
that of the elected leaders of the A.M.A.? 

Why should the A.M.A. trustees deal so se- 
verely with Dr. Fishbein when they had more to 
say than he about raising the $3,500,000 slush 
fund to fight President Truman’s health pro- 
gram? Why should the A.M.A. silence Dr. Fish- 
bein while it retains a high-powered public re- 
lations team to “educate” us in medical 
economics? 

Dr. Fishbein has done a disservice to Ameri- 
can medicine by standing in the way of reform. 
But, after all, he was and is only a “hired hand.” 
Does his repudiation constitute a repudiation of 
the ideas for which he battled so vigorously? Do 
the politicians of the A.M.A. now realize that 
they have been going: against the grain of Amer- 
ican opinion? Do they realize that many A.M.A. 
members do not approve the A.M.A. line? 

If so, the A.M.A. convention which is getting 
under way in Atlantic City may become an his-, 
toric occasion. If the doctors will re-examine 
their position, they may yet become the leaders, 
instead of the targets, of the crusade for better 
medical care. It would be wonderful if their 
leaders would drop their unyielding opposition; 
if, instead, they would join legislators and ad- 
ministrators in a sincere effort to work out the 
best possible program. 

Is therg such a deeper meaning behind the 
silencing of Dr. Fishbein? The next few days 
may tell. 
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The Gift of a Dream-Come-True 

It’s a fascinating idea someone had in giving 
$500 anonymously to a Columbia University stu- 
dent and telling him to take a trip to Europe. 
That’s the way to use money with imagination, 
and you don’t see too many people using their 
money with imagination these or any other days. 

There you are now, walking down the street, 
and you see a hard-working woman bent over an 
ironing board on a steaming hot day. You can 
see the dream of the old country inside her 
head as plainly as if it were the undershirt she’s 
pressing. So you slip an envelope under her 
door, with some hundred-dollar-bills in it (pref- 
erably more than $500, prices being what they 
are) and a note saying, “Bless. you, why don’t 
you just go, then?” : 

Or you see a youngster dreaming of .the West, 
his own West, the American West, as Charlie 
Russell, the cowboy artist, dreamed right here 
in St. Louis himself; or a young girl in the fiver 
and-dime with a lovelight for Paris in her eyes; 
or a chap reading O. Henry or Dickens in the 
park without seeing a page of it for the picture 
of New York or London that is before his mind’s 
eye—and you drop an envelope, unbeknownst, 
like a magic carpet spreading out to their feet. 

It'd be like being the deus ez machina, the 
happy warrior, and the magical man in the 
moon, all in one. It takes imagination and it 
takes money, and those who have either some- 
times don’t have the other, as it happens, but it’s 
still one of the most amazing bargains on earth, 
how cheaply a passerby could purchase a life- 
timeful of dreams. 
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As to Fagin and Shylock 


“No decent person in these frequently inde- 
cent times would. think of adding one twig to 
the smoldering fires of intolerance.” So says 
John Mason Brown. Yet, sadly, the fires are 
fanned by those who would extinguish them. 

There has been another rash of appeals to 
bar “The Merchant of Venice” from the schools, 
and to keep the new British “Oliver Twist” 
film out of the United States. The Trenton, 
N. J., Board of Education has been asked to 
proscribe “Little Black Sambo,” and there have 
been protests against even the kindly folks of 
Sunflower Street. 

The complaints are the old ones that Shylock 
and Fagin are inflamatory symbols of anti- 
Semitism, and that even a friendly portrayal of 
Negroes contributes to racial feeling. 

Fagin and Shylock have been made the pro- 
tagonists of an almost ineradicable, 2000-year-old 
Jew-villain in Western culture in a deeply sin- 
cere article by Prof. Leslie A. Fiedler in the 
current issue of Commentary. One must respect 
the concern of such a distinguished publication. 
Yet one can question the premise that “the Jew 
as Beast, a compulsive image, haunts the Eng- 
lish imagination.” 

Granted the premise, it is easy enough to 
marshal examples here and there, in Chaucer, 
in Marlowe, in Shakespeare, in Scott, in Dick- 
ens and even in T. S. Eliot and Graham Greene. 
It even becomes possible for Prof, Fiedler to 
suggest that Hazlitt might have had a Jew 
rather than a spider in mind when he said that, 
while his humanity kept him from crushing the 
creature, he nevertheless felt for it “a sort of 
mystic horror and superstitious loathing.” 

Such a premise is intolerable. There is as 
much, indeed much more, evidence for argu- 
ing the contrary. Granted that Fagin is a Jew, 
he is not the arch villain of “Oliver Twist.” As 
Brown says, that role cannot even be assigned to 
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naive, and on the other, hysterical to the point -. 


of being dangerous.” 

And he is right. It simply is impossible to 
censor Shakespeare or Dickens. Even “Little 
Black Sambo” has captured so many children’s 
imaginations—without making them in the least 
anti-Negro—that a host of decent men and wom- 
en are ready to defend him. It is no use telling 
them that they ought to see their psychiatrists. 

Even in these post-Hitler days, there are oc- 
casions enough for fighting prejudice where it 
shows up in positive forms. To seek out highly 
dubious cases in literature is to fight it on a 
futile field. Such efforts can only lead to the 
charge of unwarranted dictation by hypersensi- 
tive minorities. That in itself is a defeat in 
the battle against the evil. 
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Illinois Gets Another Chance 

The nine Justices of the United States Su- 
preme Court have unanimously challenged the 
Illinois courts to clarify their position regarding 
those who claim they were convicted in violation 
of the guarantees of the Constitution. 

Chief Justice Vinson sent eight such cases 
back to Illinois for action on the theory that 
state laws should provide adequate post-trial 
remedies, and that it should not be necessary to 
go outside. the state for justice. The Illinois 
Supreme Court, said the Chief Justice, has in- 
dicated that habeas corpus should be granted in 
such cases. This is the test of its meaning and 
intention. Will these cases now be properly 
heard in Illinois? Or will they have to be taken 
to Washington once more? ; 

Thus, Illinois Judges are given another chance 
to show proper respect for constitutional rights. 
The question is whether Illinois will sé¢ize this 
opportunity to clear out the blind alleys of its 
procedure. 7 

As readers of the Post-Dispatch know, these 
cases are part of a continuing battle to assure a 
decent hearing for those who say they were con- 
victed without the benefit of counsel, without 
being allowed to confront the witness against 
them, without being told of their rights under 
the law. It is a protest against high-handed po- 
licemen, prosecutors and judges more interested 
in convictions than in justice. 

It is hard to believe that the Illinois judiciary 
will not respond to the challenge of the Supreme 
Court. But if it fails to do so, the fight certainly 
will be continued. The issue is basic. 

As Chief Justice Vinson said: “If there is now 
no post-trial procedure by which federal rights 
may be vindicated in Illinois, we wish to be ad- 


vised of that facet.”

A pattern of*local resistance to the ambitions 
of Missouri public utilities seems to be emerg- 
ing in the current rate cases. Kansas City, St. 
Louis, University City, other municipalities and 
St. Louis county waded into the Southwestern 
Bell case from the start. Taking up where its 
G.O.P. predecessors left off, the Democratic Ad- 
ministration at City Hall is making preparations 
to dispute the “emergency”. phone rate increase, 
and it has borrowed H. P. Niedermeyer from the 
Federal Communications Commission for this 
purpose. 

Opposition is also gathering to the St. Louis 
Public Service Co.’s plea for fare increases. City 
Counselor Crowe, with Comptroller Carpenter’s 
emphatic support, has accepted the gage of bat- 
tle. University City has counted itself in the 
fray, and no doubt other suburbs whose people 
would bear the brunt of the stiff zone premiums 
will come in, 

These moves are politically motivated, but po- 
litical in a high sense of the word. The system 
of public regulation virtually invites utility com- 
panies to ask for more than is coming to them. 
The State Public Service Commission has a duty 
to let the hot air out of these claims, but it is 
hampered by its semi-judicial role and by the 
meagerness of its funds. Rate cases are complex 
and costly, and companies like Southwestern 
Bell and the Public Service Co. have vast re- 
sources with which to prosecute them. Any in- 
telligent effort that local officials can add to the 
efforts of the commission and its staff brings 
the scales of justice into better balance. 

It is good for utilities to get a hard run for 
their money for the same reason that it is good 
for the two political parties to give each other a 
hard run before the bar of public opinion. So 


‘the rate-payers of Missouri are no doubt pleased 


with the evidences of a growing aggressiveness 
among their local officials. 
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A Vision for Automobiles 

Did the automobile pioneers have truer vision 
than their heirs? It’s a good question, because 
Ransom E. Olds, at the age of 85, is sure that 
the industry could “put out a popular-priced car 
right now,” while J. R. Davis, a Ford vice pres- 
ident, doesn’t see a chance for even a $1000 car. 

One might think that Ford Motor Co. would 
never abandon the hope of popular prices. It 
was Henry Ford I who, not so many years ago, 
rolled out millions ‘of cars at around $500, and 
good values they were, too. 

By Mr. Davis’ assumptions, no doubt he is 
right. He assumes that all drivers demand big, 
chromium-trimmed, hard-to-park and costly-to- 
repair cars with portholes and fake streamlines. 
But Mr. Olds wants to eliminate “a lot of 
gadgets” and the costly change of models. If 
size and weight also come down, his formula 
would recall the Model A Fords and the light- 
weight Chevrolets and Plymouths of the same 
vintage. An economy car of 1950 could be bet- 
ter than these, but it would be built on the same 
ideas of utility and economy. It would cost 
more than $500 today but it could cost under 
$1000. ’ 

Is there a market for such a car? Various 
evidences argue that there is. Many people, and 
notably the garage men, are bitter about the 
over-elaboration in postwar cars. Today's few 
light and simple cars sell briskly even though 
they do not approach the old Ford prices. Twen- 
ty-year-old Model As ahd even older Model Ts 
are still a familiar sight on the roads. Many

How Doctors Have Fought Progress 


The Mirror 


“of 
Public Opinion 


The organized profession “has always been wrong,” writer says; 
it fought public health, workmen's compensation, group practice, 
hospitalization insurance, etc.; the great improvements in health 
care have come from either laymen or a few pioneering doctors. 


Harry N. Rosenfield in the Antioch Review 


“War is much too important a business 
to be left to the generals,” said Clemenceau. 
He might well have added that health is 
too important to be left to doctors. 

Medical history strikingly exemplifies the 
way in which social progress finds no haven 
in the predominant views of the organized 
professions. People live longer than they 
did even 20 years ago. One of the major 
causes for this improvement is the public 
health movement. But until relatively re- 
cently, medicine dealt only with sick people. 
Public health aims to keep people well. 
Pure water and milk 
supplies, sewage dis- 
pobal systems, tuber- 
culosis X-ray diag- 
nosis, malaria con- 
trol, and school health 
examina@ions are ex- 
amples of public 
health’s approach. 


Organized medi- 
cine played no sub- 
stantial role in the 
origin of public 
health. "The campaign Dr. Fishbein 
was primarily a social movement. It de- 
veloped first in Great Britain, where its 
stimulus came largely from Jeremy Bent- 
ham, the social philosopher. 


They Fought Public Health 


The history in America is similar. Our 
first public health statesman was not a 
doctor, but a teacher—historian—publish- 
er—business man—statistician—legislator. 
Lemuel Shattuck wrote a report for the 
Massachusetts Sanitary Commission in 1850. 
His report resulted finally in the organiza- 
tion of the first state board of health. 

The public health path is strewn with 
last-ditch fights by organized medicine. 
Doctors opposed the establishment of 
boards of health, as well as the reporting 
of communicable disease. The American 
Medical Association in 1921 was violently 
‘opposed to federal grants-in-aid for health 
—now an accepted plank in its program. 


The foundations of modern public health, 
therefore, were built by pioneers who were 
primarily social reformers, not doctors or 
scientists. The concept of public health 
originated not in medical developments, but 
in the laymd&’s assumption that disease 
caused poverty, and that such poverty 
could be avoided by preventing the disease. 


They Fought the Mayos 


The mental health movement was an- 
other medical orphan. It was born as a 
result of the dramatic experience of Clif- 
ford Beers who, upon discharge from a 
mental hospital, set out to reform attitudes 

It took a layman to reveal the incredibly 
poor quality of American medical educa- 
tion, although the medical profession ral- 
lied courageously and effectively to the pro- 
gram for improvement. Pitiless exposure by 
Abraham Fiexner’s famous report for the 
Carnegie Foundation caused many medical 
schools to collapse. 

Group practice, a unique development by 
small groups of progressive American doc- 
tora anxious to give better service to pa- 
tients, was vigorously opposed by the A.M.A, 
Ewen the famous Mayo Clinic had to over- 


come the opposition of organized medicine. 
It took a Supreme Court ruling in 1943 con- 
victing the A.M.A. for conspiracy in illegal 
monopolistic practices to prevent organized 
medicine from persecuting the daring pio- 
neers of new relationships between the 
medical profession and the public. 


Workmen’s compensation was opposed by 
organized medicine. Industrial medicine, 
that young and growing giant, also initial- 
ly met the vigorous opposition of medical 
societies. 


Health Is Everybody's Business 


Even the current darling of the A.M.A. 
was not so long ago among its chief devils. 
The voluntary health insurance movement 
did not originate with, and long suffered 
the active hostility of, organized medicine. 
In 1933, the A.M.A. said that if it had to 
choose, compulsory health insurance was 
preferable to voluntary plans. Today, the 
A.M.A. is striving mightily to sell volun- 
tary health insurance and bitterly fighting 
a compulsory plan. 

Group hospital insttrance was bitterly 
opposed by the A.M.A. in 1932. Today, 
over 25,000,000 members in hospitalization 
plans show how wrong the A.M.A. can be. 


The record of the medical profession's 
social outlook leads to certain conclusions. 
Fifst, that major developments affecting 
the doctor-patient relationship grow out of 
the social, economic, and political evolution 
of the people. The progress of medicine de- 
pends upon the progress of the people just 
as much as on the progress of science. Sec- 
ond, that making the benefits of medicine 


available to the people is not merely a tech- 


nical problem, but a broad issue of public 
policy. The doctor-patient relationship 
is just as much the patient’s business as it 
is the doctor’s. 


Rearguard and Delaying Actions 


Third, that the incapacity of the organ- 
ized medical profession to deal wisely with 
broad social issues is the rule rather than 
the exception. Fourth, that educated lay- 
men are neither ignorant nor uninterested 
in health... Health is a universal preoccu- 
pation. In its broader connotations, it is 
much easier for people to understand than 
professional rigamarole and expert gobble- 
dygook would have us believe. Fifth, that 
the general public rejects organized medi- 
cine’s premise that it alone is competent 
to determine how, when, where and how 
much medical care shall be provided, 


Organized medicine has always been 
wrong on basic social issues affecting the 
medical profession.

Between Book Ends 


Explaining Gertrude Stein 


GERTRUDE STEIN: FORM AND INTELLIGIBILITY, by 
Rosalind S. Miller. Containing the Radcliffe Themes, 
edited from the manuscripts in the Yale University 
Library. (Exposition Press, New York, 162 pgs., $3.50.) 
For two generations now, Gertrude Stein 
has been a symbol of literary incomprehen- 
sibility. Many writers have testified to 
her personal charm and influence; her 
peculiar literary methods have frequently 
been accounted for; occasionally her poems 
and stories have been praised. But little 
attempt has been made to explain how to 
read her and less to summarize in normal 
language her literary theories. 


Miss Miller does just that. “Gertrude 
Stein: Form and Intelligibility” is a chrono- 
logical summary of Miss Stein’s ideas. Sur- 
prisingly understandable, too, and readable, 
She bewails the private language with 
which Miss Stein indulged herself, but rec- 
ognizes that humor prompted much of the 
repetition and digression. At the same 
time she insists that at the heart of every- 

thing Miss Stein wrote 
was a sober, logical, 
understandable pur- 


pose. 

What Miss Miller 
doesn’t do, and this, 
after all, is the crux 
of the matter, is to 
defend, condemn, or 
even explain Miss 
Stein’s willful failure 
to attempt to com- 
municate with the 
reader, 

The Radcliffe 
themes—themes writ- 
: ten for freshman 
Gertrude Stein English at Radcliffe 
and marked by William Vaughan Moody 
and his assistants—will Rave a special 
interest for college English teachers. They 
will find both the assignments and the 
errors familiar, and the fumbling attempts 
to follow the instructor’s advice. Particu- 
larly they will note the laxity and inept- 
ness that even the most successful of us 
are guilty of. 

Miss Miller traces some of the ideas and 
subjects of these themes into Miss Stein's 
most mature work. Possibly some of her 
intransigeance derives from the same

More- 
over, in almost the whole of Asia 
and in most of Europe, there is 
beneath all the intricate and con- 
fusing events, one common cur- 
rent which is causing the dissolu- 
tion of control by the big powers. 


National Upsurges. 


Not only the old colonial em- 
pires but also the more recent 
postwar spheres of influence—the 
Russians in eastern Europe, the 
American in China—are caught in 
the tremendous current of resis- 
tance and rebellion by the native 
populations against distant and 
alien big powers. 

The over-simplified formula of 
the cold war—that all the sworld 
will go “democratic” or will go 
“Communist”—is, it seems to me, 
a fallacy which must be discarded 
before we can hope to see at all, 
much less see clearly, the course 
of events and our part in them. 

For we are now beginning to 


the destiny of mankind. 

The dictatorship, of the Big 
Four, about which so much was 
said at the end of the war, has 
not happened. It broke down 
completely during the cold war. It 
was supposed to be followed by 
the division of the world among 
two super-powers, struggling to 
decide whether the capital of Man- 
kind would be Moscow or Wash- 
ington. This conception of the fu- 
ture has been dissolving rather 


deal, and we shall have to deal 
increasingly, with Germans, Jap- 
anese, Chinese, with Indians, with 
Arabs, and with others who will 
not fit themselves readily into the 
alignments of the cold war. They 
will play their own part, pursue 
their own interests, seek their own 
advantages, and settle for them- 
selves many questions that the 
Big Four have talked about at one 
time or another but have not been 
able to settle for them.

Appraisal in Probate Court of

CHICAGO, June 7 (UP)—Golf’s 
top money-winning pros and lead- 
ing amateurs, with three days of 
practice, proclaimed today that 
Medinah Country Club’s number 
three course will be a tough and 
fair test in the U.S. Open cham- 
Pionship starting Thursday. 

None of the 162-man field, most 
of them with at least two practice 
rounds on the 6900-yard course, 
Was willing to predict a new rec- 
ord for the tournament. Instead, 
they foresaw -generally that two 
Strokes under par for 72 holes 
might come up with the prized 
championship. 

Bantam Ben Hogan, who put on 
one of the game’s greatest clean 
sweeps last year when he won the 
Open, the PGA and the Western 
Open, will not be back to defend 
his title. But Hogan, who tri- 
umphed in the open in 1948 with 
276 strokes at Los Angeles’ Ri- 
viera Club, holds the record with 
that score and the field will be 
Out to beat his mark. 

Hogan at Home, 


Ben, an automatic qualifier for 
the open because of his 1948 vic- 
tory, will not be even a spectator 
this week as the nation’s best 
field fights to succeed him. He 
was injured in a bus-car collision 
in February and is now recuper- 
ating in his Fort Worth, Tex., 
home. But had he been here this 
week, he would have been one of 
the top favorites. 

Nearly every tourney competitor 
had a whirl at number three yes- 
terday, some of them for the third 
or fourth time. And all of them 
reported “it’s tough.” 

Samuel Jackson Snead, _ the 
White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., 
slugger who rates as one of the 
ranking favorites for the throne, 
Came up with yesterday’s best 
Score, a par 71. 

But even Snead hesitated to 
predict that any one player, even 
himself, could better that score 
by many strokes consistently. 

“The course is awful long,” he 
said, “and I’m afraid they’ve nar- 
rowed the fairways so much that 
the emphasis is all on pitch and 
putt. But you’ve got to drive 
Straight or you'll never get a sec- 
ond shot.” 

Jackie Burke, a newcomer to 
the top professional ranks, re- 
ported a 74 yesterday to take sec- 
ond place to Snead’s round. Ear- 
lier some of the top-grade play- 
ers had reported stellar tours of 
68 and 69, but none ever presented 
a@ scorecard,

Shrink resistant wools e®nstitute 
one of the great improvements in 
wthis type of fabric, for it makes 
‘wools easily washable without 
danger of shrinking, felting or 
matting. About a dozen large con- 
cerns are manufacturing the 
chemicals or the mechanical 
means for this special finish, but 
so far it is being used principally 
in ready-to-wear—notably -«sports- 
wear and children’s wear. You'll 
find these garments labeled, flame 
resistance, also imparted by spe- 
cial finishes, is especially desir- 
able in certain types of wearing 
apparel, such as house coats of 
pile fabrics and children’s play 
suits.

In Expedition's First Glimpse, It Looked Like. ‘Incredibly Long, Twisted Silver Rope’

HE great rock portals to Angel 
T Falls valley jutted 6000 feet 

above the little band of Amer- 
ican- Venezuelan explorers and 
their Indian guides. Down that 
gorge lay their goal, the base of 
the great waterfalls, which. they 
hoped to measure for the first 
time in history. 

For weeks they had been climb- 
ing through the jungle, slipping 
over treacherous rapids and deal- 
ing with wily savages. Only 
night, as told in yesterday's in- 
stallment, had they escaped from 
a giant tarantula, big as the palm 
of two hands. Enrique Gomez, 
radio operator, had jumped right 
over the campfire to get away 
from it. 

Now the rain began once more 
and the hateful jungle seemed to 
close in. Gomez, with his great 
leap, had ruined the fire. 

The garapatas, tiny wood tick 
worms which dug into the skin, 
became so bad on the knoll that 
it was decided to move back down 
the river, where the Indians were 
located. They were found,: chat- 
tering excitedly around their fire. 

They did not want to go into the 
valley on the morrow. All of 
Laime’s persuasive power was 
needed to keep them from turn- 
ing back up the river. He. re- 
minded them of the command of 
their Capitan Alejo, to take his 
white friends where they wanted 
to fo. 

Finally, the Indians began to 
mix a strange red brew which 
they daubed all over their bodies. 
If they were covered with this 
red dye, Laime. explained, they 
hoped that their ancestral spirits 
which they believed dwelt in the 
valley, would note their coming. 

Now for the first time the curi- 
aras (dugouts) were pointed up- 
stream. Progress was slow and 
difficult. 

The Indians discarded their pad- 
dles and cut long poles to push 
the canoes against the-rain-swollen 
torrent. It took all day—another 
rain-drenched 10 hours—to draw 
even with the great jagged cliffs 
at the opening of the valley. 

The next day the roar of the 
river—which they had learned to 
hate—was left behind as the ex- 
pedition struck off into the valley. 


For a while, it was possible to 
follow a pica (machete-cut path) 
hacked out by Alexander Laime 
on his first trip with the Indians. 
But this path did not go very 
far, Laime’s terrified Indians had 
refused to cut beyond a point 
where they could run back to 
spend the night outside the dread 
valley. 

“After we got into the valley, 
we never knew. whether it was 
raining or not,” the photographer 
Ernie Knee recorded in his ‘log. 
“We were continually drenched 
from head to foot, anyhow. There 
were hundreds of rivulets running 
down off rain-soaked ground, plus 
dozens of small rivers. 

“We stumbled into swamps and 
bog-holes up to our armpits, trip- 
ped on vines, and lurched into 
great holes filled with sodden 
vegetable mold.” 

The valley was choked with the 
debris of centuries. Great chunks 
of rocks lay where they had fallen 
from the grim precipices rising on 
each side. The jungle had grown 
up and over these rocks, and now 
the expedition had to clamber over 
them too. 

At the end of the day, the party

It turned out to 
be their last chance, as the heav- 
ens opened up again that night 
and a tremendous deluge began.

One writer angrily asked 
whether the Yanquis had stolen 
the gold and diamonds from the 
foot of Angel Falls. 

One writer complained that 
women should not be allowed to 
risk such dangers.

Ingredients: Three tablespoons 
salad or olive oil, two medium size 
onions (thinly sliced), one small

E GGS are excellent sources of 
those very valuable B vitamins 
called thiamine and riboflavin. 
So it is very important that home- 
makers learn what losses of these 
vitamins occur when eggs are 
cooked by different methods. Re- 
cent research shows that ribo- 
flavin losses are greatest when the 
eggs are cooked in the presence 
of light. 

You may recall our report in 
this column about the greater de- 
struction of riboflavin occurring 
when milk or milk combinations 
are cooked in glass pans or double 


riboflavin loss. In other tests it 
has been proved that poaching 
causes the greatest destruction of 
riboflavin while it causes the least 
loss of thiamine. 

The reason for the large loss of 
riboflavin perhaps is due to the 
fact that some of the egg white is 
lost in the water during poaching 
and it happens the riboflavin is 
distributed in both the white and 
yolk of the egg. But the thiamine 
occurs only in the yolk of the egg 
and so is protected by the white 
while cooking. The best method 
of cooking eggs to save riboflavin 
therefore is scrambling with the 
cover on, and the poorest method 
is poaching, while the losses sus- 
tained in boiling and frying come 
in between. The thiamine loss in 
eggs is practically the same for 
all methods of cooking. 


Scrambled Egg Salad. 

Four medium, meaty tomatoes, 
one-fourth cup mayonnaise, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one table- 
spoon chopped celery, one table- 
spoon chopped onion, three table-

spoons butter, four eggs (beaten 
just enough to break yolks). 
Wash tomatoes, remove stem 
scar. Scoop out a tablespoon of 
pulp from center of each, puree 
the scouped-out portion and com- 
bine with mayonnaise and salt. 
Saute celery and onion in butter 
for five minutes. Then add the 
eggs and continue to cook ‘over 
low heat, stirring the eggs very 
gently to obtain a yellow and 
white streaked effect and the de- 
sired firmness. Add desired sea- 
soning, 
down into five sections leaving 
attached at bottom and separate 
slightly (petal fashion). Place on 
individual plates lined with let- 
tuce and fill the center of each

naise mixture and serve immedi- 
ately.
